Thus far we have directed our attention to the util- 
ity of Telegraphic communication, with respect to the 
practical concerrs of our shipping and navigation ;

But the application 
of the art to other subjects will naturally follow the 
progress of those rapid improvements which are said 
to be characteristics of the present age of the world. 

If, for instance, we take the case of Commercial 
business in general ; we know what a change has tak- 
en place in the transmission of intelligence relating 
to business within a few years past ; and it would seem 
too, as if every new impulse in business rendered it 
necessary to add a new energy to the means gf com 
municating intelligence. 

Is it too much to suppose that the demands of busi. 
ness may before a long time lead to the establishment 
of telegraphic communications between many-of our 
cities. Even since | have been preparing to meet 
you at this time, a question has arisen, as to the prac- 
ticability of such a line between the great seat of our

“If there is a plain truth in our whole system, it is 
this, that if ever all the people of the United States 
acted as one people, as viewed in foreign treaties, they 
soacted in ordaining and establishing the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, not as a compact, but as a 
Constitution in the sense in which a State Constitu- 
tion is understood. The 7th article in the Constitu- 
tion has been selected to prove it a compact among 
the States. It is in these words: ‘The ratification 
of the Convention of nine States shall he sufficient 
for the establishment of this Constitution, between 
the States so ratifying the same.’ If a compact was 
intended, here was the fairest opportunity to use the 
word compact, instead of Constitution. But here, as 
‘nall parts of the Constitution, the word compact 
was carefully omitted, and the word Constitution in- 
variably preserved. The Conventicn had the old 
confederation before them, and surely if they meant 
1 compact, confederation, confederacy, or league of 
friendship, they would have used one or more of these 
words, so appropriate in all cunfederacies. Instead 
of deing so, the Convention avoided these words, as 
carefully as the framers of the old Confederation a- 
voided the word Constitution. It will be found to- 
‘ally impracticable for a State to nullify or suspend 
an act of Congress, within itself, while it remains a 
nember of the Union; or for it to cease to be a mem- 
her and separate, but on revolutionary principles, and 
vy exerting superior force. A State's right to secede 
i+ as new as is South Carolina's nullification.
